liow can this union in political action be 
effected ¥ Jtcannot by a coalition of leaders 
to obtain office and power. There must be a 
union of the ma ses upon common principles, 
and to effect acommon and great patrioiic 
purpose. 

The whole country waits now to see what 
shall be the action of the Liberal Republican 
Convention to be held in Missouri on the 24th 
instant. 

If that convention shall plant itself square- 
ly upen ideas, and pledge itself to principles 
which all true Republicans, and all true 
Democrats of Jefferson’s and Jackson's 
school cherish as vital to the maintenayce of 
republican government, and to constutuion- 
al civil liberty, they may command the con- 
fidence not only of the 1,600,009 liberal 
but of the 3,000,000 Demo- 
cratic voters. But in crder to do so, they 
must decjare against centralization; against 
keeping military power above ciyil authori- 
ty; against using the Federal army to cop- 
trol conventions and destroy the freedom of 
elections: against the stupendous frauds, 
peculations and robberies of the carpet-bag 
eovernments of the Souih, as well as of Tam- 
many, the castom house, and elsewhere; and 
in favor of universal enfranchisement; of 
viving to all the States their just and equal 
rights under the Constitution; in favor of 
the principle of one term for the President, 
of applying that principle to the present Ex- 
ecutive, and of a practical civil service re- 
form by placing a Statesman of capacily and 
integrity at the head of affairs.
